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By-Laws 


Be it enacted by the Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters, as by-laws 
thereof as follows; 


Article l. 


Object and Office

The object or purpose of tle Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters 
shall be, 
(a) organize Amateur Radio Operators and those holding certificate 
of Proficiency in Amateur Radio for the good of Amateur Radio 
in the District. 


(b) provide a voice for Amateur Radio, in this District, in matters 


calling for united action, 

(c) foster the spirit of Amateur Radio. 

(a) assist new amateur radio operators to get started, 

(e) Co-operate with other radio clubs and National Amateur Radio 
Organizations for the good and welfare of Amateur Radio. 

(f) Hold meetirgs for the discussion of Amateur Radio problems, 
technical advances, et. 


Article 11 
Membership 
1. Only persons possessing a duly authorized Amateur Radio Certificate 


of Canada, may be admitted to membership in The Canadian Lakehead 
Wireless Experimenters, 


Every member of the Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters who ceases 
to have the qualifications for membership in the Canadian Lakehead 
Wireless Experimenters, shall forthwith withdraw from the Canadian 
Lakehead Wireless Experimenters, ani if he fails to do so, he may be 
expelled in the manner hereinafter provided, 


Article 1i1 
Membership Fee 
1. ‘The membership fees shall be fifty cents (.50¢) a period. Each period 


shall end March 3lst., of each year. A membership period shall start 
at the time or date the fee is paid. Passed by the general assembly 
of the Canadian Lekenead Wireless Experimentors, November 21, 1945, 
on motion of Les Harris and seconded by Bert Lambert.

Elections of Officers

The Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters shall elect its officers 
annually, They shell be president, vice-president, secretary~treasurer, 
and four members to serve on the exectutive committee, 


Nominations and elections shall be held at the annual meeting. Only 
members who possess an amateur radio station license and call of 
Canada duly authorized, and in good standing may be nominated for office. 


Elections may be held at any regular meeting to fill an executive 
vacancy. The date of such election shall be set by the executive 
council. . 


Elections shall be by secret ballot, and shell be carried on by three 
quelified mombers who shall be appointed by the Executive Council. 


Article V1 


Officers ze ir Duties

It shall be the duty of the president to preside at meetings of the 
members of the Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters and meetings of 
the Executive Council, He shall be a member ex-cfficio of all work 
committees. The president shall preform such other duties as are 
necessary to the vroper conduct of his office. 


It shall be the duty of the vice-president to preform the duties of 
the president in the absence or disability of the president, 


It shall be the duty of the secretary-treasurer to record the minutes 
of ecch annual and reguler monthly meeting. He will read the minutes 
at the Meeting of the members of the Canadian Lakehead Wireless - 
Experimenters. He will also keep a correct record of the Executive 
meetings recording same in the minutes book, This report shall not 

be read at any mectiug, but, may be examined at any regular meeting 

by any member in good standing. The secretary-treasurer shall be 
chairman of the Finaneial Committee and shall preform such other duties 
as the Executive Council may designate,

Article 1X 
Monitoring Committee 


1. The chairman shall be appointed, by the president of The Canadian 
Lekehead Wireless Experimenters, from the members of the Executive 
Council. 


2. Members of the said committee shall be appointed by members of the 
Executive Council from the general assembly of members in good stand- 
ing. 


3, It shall be the duty of the Monitoring Committee to regularly check 
amateur bends for off frequency operation and bootlegging of calls: 
To watch for any amateur or person overating in a manner likely to 
injure the couse of amateur radio: ‘fo provide frequency checking fac- 
ilities for members, 
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
